CHAPTER 410.

AN ACT authorizing the board of education of
the city of Madison to borrow money and to is-
sue scrip therefor, and the commissioners of
public lands to loan money to said board of ed-
ucation and providing for the payment of the
same.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Authoriz'og SectioN 1. The commissioners of the public
o pomne laods lands are hereby authorized to loan at their dis-
e cretion a portion of the trust funds of this state,
educationof 1ot exceeding the sum of forty-five thousand dol-
Madison. lars to the board of education of the city of Madi-
son, and said board of education is hereby author-
ized to borrow a sum not exceeding the amount
above named, of said commissioners or elsewhere
and to issue to said commissioners or other per-
sons of whom said sum is borrowed, certificates
of the indebtedness so contracted. Said indebted-

ness shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding
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seven per cent. per annum as the parties may
agree, and said interest shall be paid annually to-
gether with one-ninth of the principal sum, until
the whole is paid, in accordance with the provis-
ions of the charter of said city of Madison, pro-
viding for the levy and collection of taxes, and
the payment thereof to the treasurer of said board
of education.

cient to state generally, in the assignment, that
he excepts such exempt property therefrom.
